Looking further into Applicant's claims, the first polymer component should be 
ethylcellulosfc The examiner points to the Sangekar reference, at column 2, line 59, he teaches HEC as a swellable hydrophilic 
polymer, and at column 3, line 55 he teaches the inclusion of ethylcellulose. This is the exact combination claimed by Applicant in claim 
1 and 30. Therefore, the rejection is maintained.. 
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
